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Clarke’s Centennial Express

HEN a plane of the Wyoming 
Air Service swooped down on 
Rapid City’s new airport, April 


14, and took off again with 
pouches of United States mail, another 
milestone had been passed. 

First by stagecoach line and plains 
freighters, then by railroad and auto- 
mobile, mail, since the first letters were 
brought into the Hills in 1876, has been 
sent into and out of Rapid City by 
practically every known method except 
water. 

The first man to bring mail into the 
Black Hills in any manner or form was 
Henry Tefft Clarke, once an Omaha, 
Neb., businessman; later a transporta- 
tion pioneer in the west. 

Henry Clarke built a bridge over the 
North Platte River three miles from 
Bridgeport, Neb., at the request of Om- 
aha merchants who wanted access to the 
west. The government furnished Clarke 
with plans for a fort at one edge of the 
bridge, and it became Fort Clarke, and 
provided him with cavalry companies 
for protection from Indians. 

The government also gave Clarke a 
contract to carry army mail from Fort 
Sidney to Camp Clarke and Fort Rob- 
inson. 


In July, 1876, Clarke established the 
Clarke Centennial Pony Express, with 
mail service on his own account, to all 
points in the Black Hills at 10 cents 
per letter, in addition to the govern- 
ment charge of three cents. The gov- 
ernment declined to give Clarke a mail 
contract into this section. It was against 
its policy inasmuch as the Black Hills 
had been designated as Indian country 
and the whites ordered to keep out. 

An advertisement of the pony ex- 
press was printed on the back and front 
of 3c green 1876 Centennial government 
stamped envelopes for Clarke by the 
late Joseph A. Gossage at Sidney, later 
founder of the Rapid City Journal. 

Henry Clarke’s pony express, there- 
fore, brought the first mail into the 
Black Hills. In the fall of 1876, Clarke 
established a stage line to Deadwood, 
with John Brennan as agent in Rapid 
City. The line was operated until July 
1, 1878, when Clarke sold it to Salis- 
bury, Gilmer and Patrick. 

Henry Clarke was born April 26, 1834, 
and died Feb. 3, 1913. 

The line established by Clarke was 
for many years the only way in which 
mail was received in Rapid City, al- 





though later, as pioneers began to push 
across the plains, mule trains, wagon 
trains and stage coaches from Pierre 
brought mail. 

By 1877 efforts to keep the whites 
out of the Indian country had prac- 
tically failed and, through treaties, the 


area was opened by the government and 
postal service established. 

Brennan, agent for the stagecoach line, 
was the logical man for postmaster; in- 
deed, he had been carrying on the du- 
ties unofficially for some time. Accord-

With the coming of the automobile, 
this means of quick service was put 
into use for rural delivery and short 
runs between towns. Now with the com- 
ing of the airmail it will bring in mail 
to Rapid City for onward transmission 
by that means. Mails of today travel 
by air in a few minutes the entire dis- 
tance of Henry Clarke’s Express which 
took many hours of tedious travel in 
1876.

They 
are on a poor grade of paper, perforated 
by a sewing machine, the total inscrip- 
tion being “98” at top, “5 CENT” at 
bottom and “CORREOS” diagonally, 
without rules, borders etc. of any kind.

No More "Mc Precancels 


Much has been said about the effects 
of the new precancel rulings, now post- 
poned until July, but it seems to have 
been generally overlooked that in addi- 
tion to denominations over 6c being no 
longer precancelled, the %c stamp too 
is outlawed in precancel form. This 
stamp makes no rate by itself and since 
only one stamp of the correct denomina- 
tion is to be used, it can be seen that 
there would be no necessity for the 4c 
precancelled. The new %c Benjamin 
Franklin to be issued on May 19 may 
thus become a scarce item precancelled 
as it will be permitted to be precancelled 
only during the few weeks before the 
precancel order goes into effect.

Editor’s Notebook 


DOUBTFUL Tucked away in 
COMPLIMENTS government archives 

throughout the 
world are innumerable “constitutions” 
patterned after our own. The numerous 
complimentary (?) issues by foreign na- 
tions for our Constitution Sesquicenten- 
nial seem at first glance only natural and 
to be expected, nice gestures from sister 
republics, etc., etc. Unfortunately for 
their grandiose sentiments and symbol- 
ical designs, we cannot forget that a lot 
of the above-mentioned constitutions are 
wordy documents which everyone in 
those particular countries ignores through 
necessity or choice. We stamp collectors 
through the trickeries of reprinting, de- 
monitisation and other devious govern- 
mental methods soon realize that face 
value is a very doubtful item. We learn 
not to accept too readily the declared 
face value of the purpose of an issue, the 
quantities issued, as well as the actual 
monetary face value of the stamps. The 
face value of the purpose and inscrip-

also seem to be in the doubtful cate- 
gory. Though each of the seven coun- 
tries are republics in name, all are in 
one form or another, dictatorships. Some 
of you no doubt have noticed this al- 
ready but just in case you haven’t let’s 
run over the list. 

France to end a situation where pre- 
miers were in office hardly long enough 
to hang up their hats, has gone in for 
one-man government. Poland has a 
President, but military chiefs have long 
done all the presiding. Of the five Latin- 
American issuers we find all are ruled by 
various types of the age-old Latin style 
“President.” The torch of freedom on 
the Dominican set is ridiculously ironic 
when it is considered that liberty is a 
scarce article in the country ruled by 
General Trujillo in a rather bloody way. 
Nicaragua’s set of 12 is not quite large 
enough to hide the fact that the present 
chief executive last made the news when 
lining up artillery to literally bombard 
out of office the elected president. Gua- 
temala’s Constitution hides from another 
general who doesn’t tolerate any such 
nonsense as political opposition. Hon- 
duras’ chief is ruling on an “extension” 
of his term, while Brazil’s “President” 
achieved the same purpose by simply 
cancelling an election he was going to 
lose. Most doubtful compliment of all 
is paid by that pretty set of 14 from 
Ecuador, which was slightly delayed in 
appearance due to the government suf- 
fering temporary disruption when mili- 
tary chiefs insisted on the President 
going abroad for his health. 


No wonder stamp collectors indulge 
in cynical expressions when the purpose 
of some new set is announced. The 
best compliment in the whole parade of 
Constitutions is that to date there has 
not been even a hint of anything shady 
in their issue. None have been sold 
down the river to speculators, all were 
issued at post offices to all comers, all 
are still acceptable for postage and the 
cost has with one exception been in the 
“cents” column. Personally, we can’t de- 
cide if these issues are compliments to 
our Constitution—or Bronx cheers. Per- 
haps at that, the fact of these coun- 
tries being able to achieve only an imi- 
tation of democracy makes the tribute 
to our Constitution more sincere, if trag- 
ically so. There can be no doubt that 
this group of stamps is in a class all by 
itself, unique in the history of philately.

FOUNDER OF THE AMERICAN 


PostaL SERVICE 


Born January 17, 1706, at Boston, 
Mass. Died April 17, 1790, at Phila- 
delphia. Franklin was 15th in a family 
of 17 children, became a printer under 
his brother and eventually located at 
Philadelphia in 1729 as publisher of the 
“Pennsylvania Gazette” which quickly 
became one of the leading periodicals 
in the colonies. He is credited with 
numerous inventions and rates the desig- 
nation of genius. He founded the first 
public library, at Philadelphia in 1731. 
His connection with the postal service 
started in 1736 upon his appointment as 
Postmaster of Philadelphia and for the 
balance of his life for varying periods 
Franklin served the postal service in one 
way or another. He was so active in

was appointed Deputy Postmaster-Gen- 
eral of British North America along 
with a William Hunter. In 1761 for the 
first time the posts paid a profit, £300, 
to the British Treasury, something which 
had been believed impossible. In 1773 
his activities in behalf of the Colonists 
made him so unpopular that on January 
3rd, 1774, he was dismissed. Franklin 
was one of a committee of the Conti- 
nental Congress which drew up provis- 
ions for a postal service, these being 
adopted on July 26, 1775, Franklin be- 
ing unanimously elected ‘Post Master 
General.” This is generally celebrated 
as the date of founding of our present 
post office. The next year Franklin was 
sent to France as our diplomatic com- 
missioner and in this field too, he was 
a great success, obtaining loans and 
official recognition by France. At the 
age of 81 he was one of the most active 
members of the Constitutional conven- 
tion and continued his various activities 
until his death. Not the least important 
was his service as one of the committee 
which drafted the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. He has appeared on every 
regular issue of our stamps, starting 
with the 5c 1847. From 1851 to date 
he has been shown on the Ic stamps, 
the sole exception being the 1912-19 is- 
sue when he appeared on the denomina- 
tions from 8c to $5, Washington being 
on the lower values. Also shown on the 
10c newspaper of 1865 and the 1c De- 
partments. He will appear on the "4c 
of the new regular issue to be issued 
May 19th when President Roosevelt un- 
veils a memorial statue at the Franklin 
Institute, Philadelphia.

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News of Mr. Hiler 


Mr. Elbert L. Hiler, of London, who 
arrived at Sidney recently by the “Ma- 
laita” from the South Sea Islands, has 
written more than 125,000 letters, bear- 
ing 500,000 stamps, to himself. They 
will be waiting for him when he returns 
to London. 


Mr. Hiler will spend three weeks in 
Sydney before returning to England, via 
New Zealand. 

He said that in the last five months 
he had travelled 30,000 miles in the 
South Seas and spent £5,150 on Coro- 
nation stamps, which he had posted 
home to himself. 


“My transport bill by air-liner and 
ship to remote island ports has reached 
more than £1,250,” he told me in an 
interview. 


“In Papua, I bought 40,000 stamps, 
put them on 10,000 letters, and sent 
them to myself in London. In New 
Guinea, I did the same, and I also se- 
cured 10,000 Edward VIII pennies at 
three-pence each.” 


In the Solomon Islands, he bought 
135,000 stamps, and on arrival at Sydney 
declared the whole lot to the Customs 
officials. 


Mr. Hiler secured many of the rare 
Papuan “halo round King George’s head” 
penny stamps, worth ten times their face 
value, and the “double impression” New 
Guinea fivepenny stamp, which sells at 
20 times its face value-—The People.

The postal administration discovered 
in August, 1937, that a certain number 
of parcels were being franked with forg- 
ed stamps of 50c and 30c of the “Peace” 
type, very well imitated. They had been 
sold to the director of a laboratory by 
one Paul Ferre. 

He and M. Gabriel Lavergne, tobac- 
onnist, of Saint-Ouen, appeared before 
the 16th Correctional Court, when Ferre 
was sentenced to thirteen months im- 
prisonment and a fine of 200 francs. M. 
Lavergne was acquitted. The postal ad- 
ministration was awarded 20,000 francs 
damages.

Greece Regulates iene 


On February 22 the Greek govern- 
ment announced new regulations to be 
followed in the import and export of 
postage stamps. Stamps imported can 
be paid for only on an exchange basis, 
payment in funds of Greece or other na- 
tions being forbidden. Greek stamps may 
be exported and be paid for in exchange 
or in funds of any country. Stamp ship- 
ments to or from Greek dealers must 
first obtain a permit from the bank of 
Greece, filing a statement of value with 
the Bank for that purpose. Shipments 
valued at $10 or under are exempted 
except that statement be filed with the 
nearest post office handling the ship- 
ment. 


Liberia’s First Inland P. O. 


On February 15th, Liberia opened its 
first inland post office, the Hon. Dixon 
Brown, Postmaster General, officiating 
at the opening. The Postmaster General 
said he looked for the opening of tele- 
phone service between the capital, Mon- 
rovia, and Kakata.

It’s THE METERS 


Noised around at Indianapolis and 
now in the precancel press is the belief 
that lobbying by the meter companies 
had more to do with the recent ruling 
on precancels than anything else. This 
argument seems very plausible to me, 
and would to any one who has heard 
one of their representatives talk about 
the efficiency of their machines. It was 
my privilege to listen to such a talk 
some few months back. I think I men- 
tioned the fact in this column then. 
There are of course other contributing 
factors leading up to the ruling, and it 
is my opinion as well as of several other 
writers that the collectors annoying post- 
masters for precancels and bureaus, many 
times in the case of the latter before 
they even got to the office, was a factor 
not overlooked. Re-use while an act- 
uality, was hardly a prime factor in the 
decision altho it cannot be doubted that 
the meter companies played this up to 
the very ’nth degree to post office of- 
ficials. As often said in the philatelic 
press a little common sense and co- 
operation with collectors and dealers on 
the part of the officials and inspectors, 
and re-use would have been held to a 
negligible minimum. 


ENp STAMPS 


Stamp collectors are peculiar cusses, 
aren’t they? That which is medicine to 
one is poison to another. Take the case 
of end stamps on the bureau sheet items. 
Often we note the stamp showing either 
the right or left end of the plate. Some 
collectors don’t want these at all. I 
know of a case where double catalog was 
bid on a stamp with the stipulation that 
the bid NOT be recorded if the stamp 
was an end stamp. Also I know cases 
where a collector had a certain stamp 
and was offered another copy, this one 
an end stamp and he bought it. He 
wanted it because it showed the end of 
the plate and showed the selvage. One 
collector wouldn’t accept a split as a 
gift, the fellow that comes after him will 
Save it as a variety. And so it goes. 
Things like that make the wheels go 
around.

I have a letter at hand from Moriz 
Bernstein, the Promotional Secretary of 
the Precancel Stamp Society, stating

they enjoy the stamp programs put on 
by the network and that they would like 
to hear a broadcast on PRECANCELS, 
that they will stand a very good chance 
of being rewarded for their efforts.

The 150th Anniversary Philatelic Ex- 
hibition which is taking place at the 
Sydney Town Hall from April 4th to 
16th, has assembled over 400 collections 
from all parts of the world, with an ag- 
gregate of approximately four million 
stamps.

During the 20 years 
he has despatched approximately 500,000 
covers to some 62 countries. He averages 
now 500 covers per month, but some- 
times this number increases to 1500, 
which tells of the large numbers of col- 
lectors interested in this speck of land 
found on the vast expanse of the Pa- 
cific Ocean.

Guatemala Plans New Airs 


Bids were asked recently by the Min- 
istry of Finance of Guatemala for sup- 
plying 4,700,000 new airmail stamps.

The designs will be in 
three colors, one for the background, 
one for the central subject and a “Quet- 
zal bird” in blue-green on each.
